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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: While applicant continues to argue that the 
device of the applied reference is not a waveguide, such is not persuasive of error in the rejection. While it may require a diffraction 
grating to function, the instant claims do not preclude same. Also, while it may not function as a waveguide as argued by applicant, the 
claims are not so limited. They only require a waveguide in general, and are not limited to any particular structure or function of the 
waveguide. While the portion of the definition concerning a tube or rod was indeed left out as applicant notes, such was not by deceit but 
rather for brevity. Indeed, if waveguides have to be tubular, than how would (now common) planar waveguides fit into the definition? It is 
submitted that the claims, as broadly set forth, are readable on, or obvious over, the reference. . 
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
